ANSWERS TO PERTINENT QUESTIONS 
BY PAUL H. WALKER 


Question: What is the object and is it necessary for 
representatives of the Missions Department to visit the 
mission fields when it incurs considerable expense? 

Answer: This is a somewhat compound question, but 
first let me state, the expense incurred does not amount 
to so very much, because the visitations are very infre- 
quent in comparison to the visitations of the state and 
district overseers, the general officials, and other minis- 
ters that we call upon to visit our churches in the States. 
So, expense of the visitations of the representatives from 
the Missions Department is comparatively small. The 
same purpose, however, is effected. The state or district 
overseer visits the churches trying to stimulate special 
interest; the same goes for the general officials visiting 
prayer conferences and camp meetings. We feel it is nec- 
essary for these men to make these visitations because 
they bring to us the operations of the Church and its 
progress, and teach us the plans and purposes whereby 
we can be more effective for God here at the home base. 
For instance, when the former Executive Missions Secre- 
tary, Brother J. H. Walker, and our former General Over- 
seer, Brother H. L. Chesser, visited the work in India, 
while the trip was quite costly, yet, on the other hand, the 
results far exceeded the expense, not only spiritually, but 
materially. 

When visiting Guatemala several years ago, while 
Brother Furman was still living, he and I walked eight 
miles up on a plateau, where, in a distance, we saw an 
adobe house, one of our churches. From this house a man 
came running, running as in desperation. On approach- 
ing us, he fell upon his knees and held our feet in his 
hands as he thanked the Lord because he was able to see 
the American missionary come to their little church for 
service. When we arrived at his church, we found the 
floor covered with pine needles freshly strewn in order to 
show his gratitude for our coming. He also spread a very 
colorful Indian shawl in the middle of the floor on which 
he beckoned us to kneel, and all three of us knelt there 
for prayer. As he lifted his hands toward heaven, with 
tears streaming down his face, he praised God that we 
had come to tell him more about Jesus, His love, and the 
Church of God. 4

Revival Fires 


“For the sake of Christ in glory and the spreading of 
the story, we must get the FLAME.” This was the spirit 
of enthusiasm that set hearts ablaze when, in 1857, Jo- 
seph Lamphier knelt alone and cried aloud from his soul, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” His prayer meet- 
ing continued, and another man joined him, then an- 
other, and another. Finally, there were 20, then 50, and 
then 100. And it wasn’t long until revival waves swept 
the entire country, starting in the upper room of the old 
North Dutch church on Fulton Street, New York. Flood 
tides of salvation swept the land. They only did God’s 
biddings, and left the HOW with God. This is the secret 
of foreign missions propagations. 

The song of the Welsh revival was entitled 

O My Brother, Get the Flame!” 

It is not the question of HOW, but get the flame and 
leave the results with God. As the saints sang this simple 
song, fires began to enflame the hearts of hundreds as 
they wept their way through to Calvary. I can almost 
hear them singing now, with their hearts attuned to a 
heavenly chord, their faces set upward, and their eyes 
as a flint toward Zion as the words rang out, 

“While the fire of God is falling; 
While the voice of God is calling, 
Brothers, get the flame! 

While the torch of God is burning, 
Men’s weak efforts overturning, 
Christian, get the flame! 

While the Holy Ghost is pleading, 
Human methods superceding, 
Himself the flame. 

While the power hard hearts is bending, 
Yield thine own to Him surrendering 
All to get the flame.” 

It is not a question as to HOW the Lord fed the multi- 
tude of 5,000 who were seated by one hundred’s and by 
fifty’s when He took the five loaves and two fishes and 
cried aloud to His disciples, “Give ye them to eat.” The 
question is that it was done. 

It is not a question as to HOW they got the fragments 
gathered up in such an abundance. The question is that 
it was done. 

God’s ways have always been beyond ours and are nev- 
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er to be questioned by us, because His are always right 
and generally ours are always wrong. 

Missionaries in foreign lands have sat back and mar- 
veled at the manifestation and working of God’s Spirit. 
It has not been a question with them as to HOW, but the 
fact is it has been done. The lost in heathendom, those 
who sat in great darkness, have seen a great light. When 
the light sprang up in the darkness, darkness fled, and, 
standing in its place, are the hundreds of saints washed 
in His blood and brought to a divine realization of truth 
through the everlasting gospel. 

We have found that faith is the victory, and that it 
pays to believe in Him in Whom we have believed, and we 
are persuaded that He is able to do that which is far 
above what we are able to do, or even ask or think. Re- 
member, He stilled the tempest. He caused the fire to 
blaze in the bush, yet the bush was not consumed. 

May we be so dedicated within ourselves that the fire 
of God can set us ablaze and men will not look at the 
person but the blaze of God’s blessedness as it shines 
through our testimony and our manner of life. 


D1 You EVER THINK of the little ignora- 
mus that you considered would never be worth a “hill 
of blue beans” because he hardly had sense enough to 
pound sand in a rat hole when he used to play in your 
backyard, but today that little lop-eared, freckle-faced 
boy, with both front teeth gone, has turned out to be a 
spiritual giant for God? HOW did it happen? It was be- 
cause he got out of himself and got in the hands of the 
One who fed the multitude. If God can take a few fish 
and a few loaves of bread to feed 5,000, what could God 
do with a dedicated soul in feeding the multitudes with a 
message of eternal redemption and mercy? It is not up 
to us to know HOW God does these things, but it is up to 
us to be as the little lad of whom the apostles said, when 
they did feed the 5,000, “There is a lad here.” The lad 
was willing to yield himself to the Master. We, as His lad, 


.should yield ourselves to Him in giving of our one dol- 


lars, fives, tens, fifties, or hundreds, whatever it might be, 
and leave the result with God. Then, when the sheaves 
are gathered in and we bask in His sunlight and see the 
redeemed come through the pearly gates into the eternal 
city; it will only mean that this is a part of our reward 
who have given to God of our temporal means that He 
might glorify Himself through the magnification of our 
feeble efforts. 

I know the HOW may have justifiable qualms. The 
5,000 with which Jesus had to deal through His disciples 
when He said, “Give ye them to eat,” have terminated 
into millions behind impregnable, unpenetrable curtains, 
iron curtains, bambo curtains, purple curtains; present- 
ing geographical, political, ideological, and religious bar- 
riers of the first magnitude HOW. Without the super- 
natural, it is an eternal NO, but with God and His super- 
natural power, emancipating and miraculous, it is an 
eternal YES. I am afraid we must acknowledge that we 
have not “cast our bread upon the water that it might 
return after many days.” Because we have received no 
returns is because we have not launched out. The reason 
we have not launched out is because we have an im- 
pregnable barrier of doubt around about us signified by 
the question HOW. Let us loosen ourselves and go, and let 
God place the burden on our hearts to do our part, putting 
self upon the altar, unconditionally and unreservedly. 

Reverend C. A. Cooper has said, “The crumbs that fall

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ANGOLA MISSION COMPOUND 


T HE DRAFT ON the opposite page, no doubt, 
be a thrill to the people who have heard so much of 
our work in Angola, where Sister Stark has labored for 
sO many years and where Brother Stark’s body lies be- 
neath the soil of Angola, Africa. 

Brother Stark’s efforts, though it cost him his life, 
were not in vain, for it was one of the most stimulating 
events, as far as missions are concerned, that has ever 
come to the Church of God, and its influence still con- 
tinues as the work goes forward in 53 countries through- 
out the world. 

I don’t know of words more fitting to bespeak the life 
of our Brother Edmond Stark than those pictured on the 
plaque at his tomb, shown in this column: “And I heard 
a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: Yes, 
saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; 
and their works do follow them,” Revelation 14:13. 


This lonely grave in the bush or jungles of Angola be- 
speaks the criterion for which and to which his life was 
dedicated, born 1,900 years ago on Calvary. He gave His 
life. It makes one think of the paradox which says, “We 
live by dying, and by giving all we possess all.” 

In Angola there is much room for growth. This is only 
a foothold. Our church has been registered and licensed 
there by the Government, and we are now just ready to 
begin. Our missionary staff consists of Sister Pearl M. 
Stark, Brother and Sister Martins, and Reverend and 
Mrs. T. D. Mooneyham. However, Brother Mooneyham 
and family have not received their visa for Angola, and 
he is teaching in one of our schools in South Africa, 
hoping to receive his visa soon for Angola. 


It is proposed that we establish a better school; how- 
ever, we have been having a school here for some time. 
You will notice the house for the native boys. This is 
where the young men are housed during the school sea- 
son. 

It shows we have a fine plot of ground, and that fruit 
trees have been planted and a fine garden, which is ir- 
rigated by water provided by the Zambia River. The ‘draft 
pretty well speaks for itself. In the right-hand corner 
you will notice Angola, West Africa, is a little plot set in, 
in white, by itself in this vast country. Let us breathe a 
prayer for the work in Angola and keep our contribu- 
tions going for Angola, and not only Angola, but for the 
propagation of the gospel throughout the whole world.

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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE 
CHURCH OF GOD (FULL GOSPEL) IN INDIA 


By William Pospisil 


T HE annual convention of the Church of God 
(Full Gospel) in India was held under a large pandal 
erected on the Bethel Maidan (pronounced Mi’ don), at 
Kumbanadu in Travancore, South India. Rev. William 
Pospisil, missionary, and Pastor T. M. Varughese, field 
secretary, were in charge of program arrangements. The 
committees had all worked faithfully, and all was in 
readiness for the greatest convention in many ways that 
was ever conducted by the Church of God in India. The 
special speakers for this gathering were Rev. Howard 
Carter, of England, world traveller and Bible teacher, 
and Donald A. Crook, missionary of Pallachi, in the Tamil 
field. Other speakers were Pastor A. J. John, Bible teacher 
of our Bible School; M. Benjamin; pastor of the Church 
of God in Madurai; U. Thomas, pastor of the Edamon 
Church. Pastor T. M. Varughese and Rev. William Pospisil 
also had their part on the program and helped in every 
way to make the convention a success. 

The messages were enjoyed by all, and the attendance 
kept climbing as the convention proceeded. Our peak at- 
tendance was on Friday and Saturday nights, with an 
estimated crowd of between 4 and 5 thousand people. It is 
difficult to estimate the number of those who were def- 
initely converted, but there were people calling on God 
for mercy all over the pandal when the altar call was 
made. There were 32 baptized in water on Sunday, the 
last day of the convention. 

Reports showed that eleven new churches came into our 
fellowship during the year, the names of which are Kari- 
com, Mepral, Aravankady, Coonoor, Nilambur, Madurai, 
Poovancode, Manimuri, Ellapara, Nallanikunnu, and 
Kunchithanny. During our convention the following came 
into our fellowship: Valakom, Nellikamannu, Thakala, 
and Chemparuthivilei. Since the convention, Villupuram, 
in the Tamil field, has come into our fellowship. This is a 
total of 16 in one year’s time. Some of these have good 
buildings, the best being at Madurai. 

Cost of all expenses connected with the convention ran 
us 2,286 rupees. Total received for all offerings to offset 
this, plus receipts from our Missions Board in America, 
was 2,068 rupees. We came out 218 rupees short of making 
our expenses. Our mission offering was smaller than 
hoped for, with only 109 rupees. There were 176-8-0 rupees 
received for subscriptions for our magazine, the “Gospel 
Echoes.” Our circulation is climbing, with nearly 900 paid 
subscribers receiving this Malayalam magazine monthly 
now. The churches brought 437 rupees to help meet the 
convention expense, while 224 rupees were raised in of- 
ferings for the speakers and for the convention expense 
during the convention. Thus our people in India raised 
770 rupees to meet our convention expense and for the 
mission offering. Nearly 50 Malayalam Bibles were sold. 

The following were elected to serve on the board of di- 
rectors: Wm. Pospisil, president; T. M. Varughese, vice 
president; M. Benjamin, A. J. John, and M. M. John, 
members. Eliezer John was selected to serve as youth di- 
rector. The meeting was blessed of God, and all seemed 
to be united in promoting the work of God. The new policy 
as adopted by the ministers was accepted by the general 
body, as well as the officers that were elected. All re- 
turned to their respective fields of labor with a great de- 
termination to do more for God this year than ever before, 
in promoting the work and His Church.

IF QUEEN VICTORIA could dispatch a mes- 
sage throughout the world through her army and navy 
within thirty days back in the horse-and-buggy-days, our 
opportunities today are limitless. The way universal con- 
tacts can be made at home and abroad, by means of the 
press, radio, television, telephone, and cablegram, one 
hardly dare to think this moment because if may be 
heard aloud, within a few seconds, around the globe. 


HOW can it be done! If the money that was spent in 
preparedness of our Army, Navy, and Air Force had been 
consecrated, only one-tenth of the amount, to a gospel 
prepagation twenty years ago, we would not have the 
Korean conflict today. We were too complacent; we were 
too anxious to vote for liquor, to legalize the illegal, and 
put premiums on the privileges granted us in a highly 
industrial age brought about at the price of the blood of 
our noble sons and daughters. You may say what you 
please, but defeatism in evangelism must be paid for and 
realized in the holocaust and ravages of war.

Brother Stoppe left here 
very happy. and pleased with our convention, and I am 
encouraged to go forward more than I have ever been in 
the Dominican, We had a wonderful time, and the best 
part of all is that 38 souls came to God and repented of 
their sins. 

The last night of the convention there were 16 glorious- 
ly saved through our Lord and soon-coming King. They 
did not come because they were begged or halfway forced, 
but they came crying and weeping to God for their sal- 
vation. 

Our cups were running over with joy unspeakable and 
full of glory. It has been a hard year for us, and there 
hasn’t been too much accomplished, but God put His ap- 
proval upon our work.

OUR PRAYER REQUEST 


Pray for our Greek converts in Cyprus. Over thirty per- 
sons have been converted in our services in Cyprus, but 
they are finding the pressure and persecutions from the 
Greek Orthodox Church extremely difficult. The priests 
threaten that something serious will happen to them if 
they return to our services. These threats have kept many 
people from coming. We urge you to pray with us for 
these new converts that they may be able to stand true 
and to bear a faithful WITNESS to others. 

In April we shall open a new mission hall in the Ar- 
menian Section of Nicosia. We shall need your earnest 
prayers that God will supply the necessary means to meet 
the expenses of this new work. The need and opportuni- 
ty have moved us to action in this case, and we under- 
take it by faith. 

Pray for our convention in the Jordan Kingdom (Old 
Palestine) April 9-12, inclusive. We anticipate a wonder- 
ful time at this convention. Several are waiting there to 
be baptized in the Jordan River on the last day of the 
convention. We shall take pictures of this baptizing in 
the Jordan.

Pray for the Hebrew Christians in Israel. A wave of 
persecutions is going on now in Israel against the Jews 
who have accepted the Christian religion, as well as 
against the missions and missionaries there. A mass 
meeting of Jewish Orthodox leaders was held in Jerusa- 
lem’s largest synagogue on February 25 for the purpose 
of throwing all the missionaries out of Israel. A Hebrew 
Christian attending the meeting was seriously beaten 
and would perhaps have been killed had he not been res- 
cued. Another Christian Jew, while giving out Testaments 
in a settlement near Haifa in March, was also attacked 
and beaten until he narrowly escaped death. Israel needs 
our prayers. She is struggling against great odds, eco- 
nomically, politically, and spiritually. While she feels the 
effect of Russia’s withdrawing of her diplomatic rela- 
tions, let us pray that she may realize that her help is 
not from the land of Magog, but from the throne of God, 
and that her friends are to be found among those who 
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believe in His Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

“Brethren, my heart’s desire and prayer to God for Is- 
rael is that they might be saved,” Romans 10:1. 

Pray the Lord of the Harvest to send more laborers into 
His vineyard in the BIBLE LANDS. We need more mis- 
sionary help in these parts. The field is large, and the 
grain is ripe, but we laborers in the field are very few. 
When the harvest gets ripe, it gets ripe all at once, and 
requires many hands in the field at the same time. Out 
-here, when it is harvest time, all the household goes to 
the field to reap the precious grain, or else the summer’s 
scorching sun will soon beat down on the field and the 
grain is lost. 

We are responsible for the people in these lands in this 
generation. God will not hold us responsible for the peo- 
ple of yesterday, nor for those of tomorrow, but for sure 
we are responsible for the peoples of TODAY, that they 
may HEAR the message at least once. 

Jesus said, “Ye shall be witnesses, first in Jerusalem, 
then in Judea and Samaria, and then unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” Please pray that we may be able 
to cover this field again that was once covered by the 
early Church. 

Don’t fail us, but continue to COME OVER into the 
Bible Lands and HELP US.

CLOSING EXERCISES OF BIBLE SCHOOL IN INDIA 


WE have now completed the first two-year 
term of school, with 17 students graduating. The Indians 
do not have closing exercises as we have in the United 
States, so we decided to introduce some of our customs to 
them. The Sunday before graduation, we had baccalaure- 
ate service for the graduating class. It was necessary to 
explain to the students and the audience what this serv- 
ice is and what the purpose of it is. 

On Tuesday before graduation, we had a banquet for 
the seniors and faculty. As you know, the Indians eat 
with their fingers, and their food is served on banana 
leaves. We planned a dinner that they could eat with 
their fingers, if they could not manage their knife and 
fork.

On Thursday afternoon we had the graduation service. 
Brother Pospisil gave the commencement address. The 
student with the highest honors was the valedictorian. 
There is no word in the Malayalam language that ex- 
presses either valedictorian or salutatorian, so again we 
had to explain what these words meant. The students 
were happy to receive their diplomas, and the following 
morning at least two went to town to have them framed. 

Now these graduating students are being placed in 
churches where there is no pastor, or where it seems 
wise to make some changes. We covet your prayers for 
them in their new and great undertaking for the Lord.— 
Miss Dora P. Myers.

The week before, the 
roof had been torn off the church, 
and as he was going home on Satur- 
day he was beaten up and his rice ra- 
tion stolen, along with his money. So, 
he had come to report the case. 

I decided the best thing was to go to 
see the inspector. I thought he might 

et tired of my letters. Every time I 
hought, “Maybe it’s foolish to go,” 
the t. ht would come to me, “No, I 
must go.” So, on Monday, in company 
with a young man to translate for me, 
I went. I was sorry to find the A. S. P. 
was there, because the inspector was 
re him and could not go with 
us see the damage. (A. S. P., As- 
sistant Superintendent of Police.) We 
did not hear anything for several 
days, except that the guilty ones had 


given the police one hundred rupees 
(about $20) and had had them a 
feast e learned the day we were 


there that the Catholics were behind 
this, and had said if they would beat 
up three or four they would be able to 
drive this church out of the commun- 


ity. 

On the following Sunday, the young 
man who went with me, went there to 
church. He came back and reported 
that the case had been settled. The 
A. S. P. had asked why the English 
lady had come, and when he was told 
the details he had instructed the in- 
spector to take care of the case nicely. 
God surely had His hand in the As- 
sistant’s being there and my going on 


-Monday. How it pays to follow the 
‘Lord’s leading. The guilty ones had 


ay the police 175 rupees in all, paid 
he costs to our church members, and 
promised never to molest the Church 
of God or its members again. I think 
this will be a good lesson to them, be- 
cause, I understand, the next day they 
had to sell their ox team to settle their 
account with the police.

May the Lord send 
more workers to all the fields.

The above picture shows the construction 
of the fine dormitory in El Salvador for our 
Bible School which is under the supervision 
of the Latin American superintendent and 
missionary overseer, Reverend H. S. Syverson 
and Brother O’Neil McCullough, who is the 
principal of the school. 

This new building will soon be completed, 
built of masonry construction, at the cost 
of $4,000. It should house in the neighborhood 
of 20 to 30 students. 

Kannapolis, North Carolina, and Reverend 
A. V. Beaube, its progressive pastor, assumed 
the obligation of the construction of this 
dormitory. It is a memorial to the Kannapolis 
Church of God, for their liberality and their 
mission vision in carrying the gospel through 
the channel of a progressive educational pro- 
gram of indoctrinating the young men and 
women of El Salvador with the teachings of 
the great Church of God to go into the remote 
sections of that State with a gospel message. 


Dear EVANGEL reader: I have been 
wanting to write to all of you for some 
time, to give you a report of our work. 
The following is a detailed report of 
the building activities, a list of per- 
sons who have sent money for our big 
building activities, and a list of per- 
sons who have sent money for our big 
building boom. 

Here in Santa Tecla (our headquar- 
ters), we are, at the present, building 
an addition to our Bible school, which 
was altogether too small for the grow- 
ing Church of God (Iglesia de Dios) 
in El Salvador. This building is all 
ready for the roof, and we are waiting 
for the lumber to be cut. Here we can- 
not do as you do in the States—go and 
get lumber finished, but we go into 
the mountains and fall the trees, saw 
them by hand, plane them by hand, 
and then form whatever we are build- 


ing. 

A great big-hearted pastor and his 
church has offered to build this ad- 
dition to our Bible school—Brother 
A. V. Beaube and the church at Kan- 
napolis, North Carolina. How we 
praise the Lord for this wonderful 
gift! It will cost $4,000 (great big 
American dollars), and you have to be 
in a country like this to know just 
how much money that is. It is c10,000 
in our money: We all want to thank 
his dear brother and his church for 
their wonderful cooperation in this 
wonderful gift. When I tell you that 
hitherto of our students were

sleeping in two rooms, and now that 
we have six rooms, toilets, bathrooms, 
and room for storage, we rejoiced, 
that is putting it mild. 

In Armenia we have the church 
ready for the roof and waiting for the 
lumber. This will be a brick church 
and will cost about $600. Brother 
Johnnie Owens sent $200 for this 
church, and it was a gift from Bettie 
and Opal, two friends who are help- 
ing Brother Johnnie. 

In Las Flores, our building is just 
getting started good, and will be built 
before the rainy season comes on. 
This is a new church, and it is grow- 
ing rapidly. 

Other buildings now in progress are 
as follows: 3 Calles, San Vicente, Cuy- 
aguallo, Santa Ana, Las Acostas, San 
Luis, Las Majadas, Cusnaguate.

It was decided we should stay for 
meetings in Honolulu before proceed- 
ing to the Island of Maui. Although 
we did not advertise the meetings, the 
Lord really blessed the whole church. 
During the week, four people were 
saved, and two were sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Four or 
five were reclaimed. Some of the peo- 
ple were healed of bodily troubles, in- 
os one deaf woman; I should say 
partially deaf. Sister Walker sang 
specials each night. I can truly say, 
after travelling on the ship thout 
fellowship, the meetings were a real 
blessing to me. Some nights the power 
of God was very evident indeed. 

Finally, we left Honolulu by plane 
for Maui, the second largest island in 
the territory. On arrival in Maui, we 
were able to claim our car, which had 
gone ahead by barge. What a sight 
we must have looked in that Nash 
Rambler—seven children and four 
adults, plus a goodly supply of a. 
ages and suitcases. From the airport 
we drove to Lahaina, twenty-two 
miles away. 

Lahaina is the town where a new 
mission was started by Brother Haw- 
kins last August. The work is still very 
small, but we are trusting, with the 
blessing of the Lord, to see this work 
grow. The town is predominately Jap- 
anese. It is the center of sugarcane 
and pineapple industry. 

The Lord blessed wonderfully in our 
small meeting last night. One woman 
has just been saved, but she and her 
sister, who live next to one another, 
have not spoken for about a year. 
This woman, although saved, was 
troubled about this condition. God, 
however, was planning something. He
